K.A.R. 63-5-3-Potentially disqualifying civil and
criminal records; advisory opinion; fee. This new regu-
lation identifies and defines any potentially disqualifying
civil and criminal records that may disqualify an appli-
cant from receiving a license in the professions regulated
by the Kansas State Board of Mortuary Arts. The regula-
tion provides for an advisory opinion prior to applica-
tion for licensure for an amount of $50 to state if there is a
disqualifying civil or criminal record that would disqual-
ify such applicant from licensure.

Economic Impact. The Board anticipates that there
should be little, if any, economic impact to State and local
governments due to this regulation.
